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PEEFACE. 



This volume is intended to contain such Acts of Far- 
liament» or portions of Acts, now in force, as concern 
in some especial way the two Universities of Oxford 
and Cambridge, or either of those bodies, or any of 
their Colleges. 

In compiling it, the rule of selection has been to print 
those enactments only which have their application 
clearly shewn by the term "College" or "University'* 
or some other academical word occurring in them. 

An exception to this rule, apparent rather than real, 
may be found, whenever any Act extending or modi- 
fying some previous enactment, which was couched in 
precise language, is itself expressed in general terms. 
But two real exceptions to it have been admitted, 39 
Geo. 3, c. 73, and 3 & 4 Will. 4, c. 31 ; because these 
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Acts, though applying to all bodies corporate, appear 

to have a peculiar interest for Oxford and Cambridge. 

The former exempts from legacy duty all bequests of 

books, pictures, or other specific articles, given in order 

to be kept and preserved : the other forbids the holding 

of elections, the admission of officers, and the perform- 
ance of similar duties on Sunday. 

On the other hand, no attempt has been made to 
gather together the numerous private Acts which have 
been obtained for the sale or exchange of lands or 
other estates. 

The first two Acts in the collection are printed from 
the original Rolls of Parliament. Then to the end of 
the reign of Queen Anne the text follows the authentic 
edition of the Statutes of the Realm in nine volumes 
folio, which was prepared under the direction of the 
Commissioners on Public Records. The remainder, 
that is, all the volume after the first 64 pages, is given 
from the authorised copies issued by the King's or 
Queen's Printers. Wherever the note So in orig. occurs 
in the margin, indicating a belief that there is some 
error in the text, these are the originals intended by 
the note. 

Pains have been taken to make the Index full, and 
yet to keep it free from repetition. For this purpose 
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a classification of subjects has been adopted, which use 
will soon make familiar. 

Circumstances, which need not be related, have made 
the passage of the volume through the press very slow ; 
and several enactments in it have been superseded or 
virtually repealed by the legislation of the last Session 
of Parliament. The subjects of these are printed in 
Italic type in the following list. 

In pages 24, 42, and 64, reference is made to 21 & 22 
Vict. c. 48, the Act 30 & 31 Vict. c. 75 not having been 
passed when those pages were printed.

8, c. ii, "An Act concerning 
Phesicionfl and SurgeonB," enacting I. that no person shall practise as a 
Physidan or Surgeon in the City of London or within seven miles thereof, 
except he be first examined, approved, and admitted by the Bishop of London 
or by the Dean of St. Paul's for the time being with the aid of four Doctors 
of Physic or persons expert in surgery, as the case may be ; and 9. that, 
beyond those limits, no person, except he have been so approved, shall 
practise in any diocese within the realm, unless he be first examined and 
approved by the Bishop of the diocese or his vicar general with the aid of

[The Preamble of this Act recites, that John Addenbrooke, 
Doctor of Physic, deceased, by his will dated i May 1719, 
after making several devises and bequests, directed that the 
residue of his property should at the death of his wife be 
Tested in certain Trustees for the purpose of establishing ''a 
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small Physical Hospital in the Town of Cambridge for poor 
people ;'' that, after sundry proceedings and orders in Chan- 
oery^ lands have been purchased and a Hospital has been 
built and fumishedj but the capital of the Charity is insu£Scient 
for carrying on the design ; that " several noblemen, gentle- 
men, clergy, and others, have entered into a voluntary sub- 
scription for making the said Hospital a General Hospital;'' 
and that the Trustees assent to this extension of the Testator's 
plan. 

[Section i enacts that firom and after the 24th of June Governora 
1767 there ''shall be a Corporation, to continue for ^y^T^fhrookJT 
for establishing and well governing a General Hospital in Hospital 
the Town of Cambridge, to be called Addenbrooke^s Hospital;" rated, 
that the Lord Lieutenant of the County of Cambridge, the 
Chancellor of the University, the Lord Bishop of Ely, the 
High Steward of the Corporation, the High Sheriff of the 
County, the Aepresentatives in Parliament for the County, 
University, and Town, the Vice-Chancellor of the University, 
and the Mayor of the Town of Cambridge, each for the time 
being, together with donors of certain sums of money, shall 
be Governors of the Hospital, and shall be a Body Corporate 
by the name of The President and Grovemors of Addenbrookefs 
Hospital in tie Town of Cambridge, with perpetual succession, 
a common seal, and the right to sue and be sued; ''and

in the said Town still remain unfinished, and cannot be 
executed, nor can the above-mentioned debt be discharged, 
without the further aid of Parliament ; and whereas several 
amendments and further regulations arc wanting to the said 
Act, to render it more extensively useful :

An Act for enabling a married ^person to hold and 
enjoy the Office of Warden of Wadham College 
in the University of Oxford. 

[This Act consists of seven Sections. 

[Sections i and 2 declare null and void so much of the Sta- 
tutes of Wadham College as ordains that the Warden of the 
College shall at the time of his election be, and whilst he 
shall be Warden continue to be, a bachelor and unmarried, 
and that he shall take an Oath that he hath not contracted 
nor will enter into any contract of matrimony so long as 
he shall be Warden ; and so much as imposes any restraint 
on the Fellows of the College from electing a married man 
(otherwise duly qualified) to the Office of Warden, or from 
permitting the Warden after his election to marry. 

[Section 3 enacts that so much of the Warden's Oath as 
declares that he hath not contracted nor will enter into any 
contract of matrimony so long as he shall be Warden, or 
tends in any manner to restrain him from marrying, and 
also the reading, at the time of the election of a Warden, 
of so much of the Statutes of the College as relates to the 
Warden not manying or contracting matrimony, shall be 
omitted. 

[Sections 4 and 5 enact that after the passing of this Act 
every Warden of the College may marry and continue War- 
den, and any married person, otherwise duly qualified, may 
be elected Warden, and may accept of and hold and enjoy 
the Office; and that the Fellows of the College may elect 
any married person to be Warden, provided he shall in every 
other respect be duly qualified ; the Statutes of the College, 
or any other law or statute, matter or thing, to the contrary 
notwithstanding. 
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. [Section 6 provides that nothing in this Act contained

An Act to confirm an Award for the settlement of 
matters in difference between the University and 
Borough of Cambridge^ and for other purposes 
connected therewith. 

WHEREAS by a Letter bearing date the twenty- 
seventh day of December one thousand eight hundred 
•and fifty-four^ addressed to the Right Honourable Sir John 
Patteson^ Knight^ one of Her Majesty's most Honourable 
Privy Council^ by the Chancellor Masters and Scholars of 
the University of Cambridge^ and the Masters Fellows and 
Scholars^ Masters and Fellows^ Provost and Scholarsj Presi- 
dent and Fellows^ and Master Professors and Fellows respec- 
tively of the several Colleges and Halls in the said Univer- 
sity^ and the Mayor Aldermen and Burgesses of the Borough 
of Cambridge^ and sealed with their respective seals^ after re- 
dting^'amongst other things^ that differences had arisen and 
were still pending between them^ they requested the said Sir 
John Patteson to hear them by their respective counsel^ 
attorneys^ agents^ or witnesses^ and to determine all the 
matters in difference between them; and they further respec- 
tively agreed with each other respectively to abide by and 
keep such Award as the said Sir John Patteson might make

And whereas the Mayor Aldermen and Citizens of the City 
of Oxford desire to be relieved from the obligation of taking 
any such Oath, and the Chancellor Masters and Scholars of 
the University of Oxford are willing that the said Mayor 
Aldermen and Citizens should be so relieved, but they are 
advised that such relief can only be granted by the authority 
of Parliament :

An Act for the e^ahlishment of a united Constabu- 
lary Force in and for the University and City of 
Oxford, 

IITUEREAS the power of Watcb and Ward within the 
f T Universitj and City of Oxford has heretofore been 
CQstomarilT exercised during the night by the Chancellor 
Masters and Scholars of the UniTendty of Oxford^ and 
during the day by the Mayor Aldermen and Citizens of the 
City of Oxford : and whereas such division of authority has 
been found very inconvenient and injurious to the efficiency 
of the Police within the said University and City: and 
whereas the said Chancellor Masters and Scholars and 
Mayor Aldermen and Citizens are respectively desirous to 
establish a united Police Force^ and it is expedient that pro- 
vision should be made for that purpose upon the terms and 
subject to the conditions hereinafter appearing : and whereas 
the object aforesaid cannot be carried into effect without the 
authority of Parliament: may it therefore please your Ma-
